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heTs, An old grey headed domef* 
tic, who was the Marquises prin- 
cipal attendant^ approached the 
Chevalier.

At this moment the folemn fc?nç. 
-was fuddçnly intemipted by the^

— During tbc 
time that thc aftonîflied Chevalier 
was liftening to a récital which 
deprived hîm of a parent, various 
were the émotions of Julia !— inad- 
vertently, for one inftant, her cyes 
met thofe of hîm to whom (he was 
no longer mother ! — and, for onc 
intoxicating moment, thc ecftafy of 
that thought overcame even the force 
of grief itfelf, and rendered thenx 
infenfible to any other idéal — 
but the attention of the Marchio- 
neis to her dying lord, and thofe 
of Auguftus to bis generous bene- 
faftor, foon triumphed over this 
involuntary refleâion.

unaba(hed by a deportment which 
could only excite her contempt, 
eyed the Marchionefs with fuch a 
look of perfedt indifférence, that 
(he appeared fenfibly mortified at 
her hegleéted confequence — how- 
ever, flie affeâied ftill a carelefs air 
— but the blufli of wounded prîde 
demondrated that malice diâated 
her addrefs to the Marquis in thcfe 
words — "Oh, my dear lord !

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TJntnovcd, the vénérable fetfaer 
viewed the headftrong paffion of 
împetuous youth ! — bc was armed 
with confcious reftitude and fearlefs 
innocence — he (hook his filver 
head, and, with a countenance of 
divine compofure, " I go/* faid 
he, " and Ihall not fail to offer up 
** my humble prayers, that the all- 
'* wife difpofer of the Ions of earth 
** may change thy heart — pour his 
" enlightening grâce upon thee— 
** and reftore thee to thyfclf. —

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Hc fixed an expreffivc look of 
pity on the Marquis, and left hir» 
în fome degree confounded by the 
calm fercnity he had failed to exaf* 
perate, and fecretly afhamed of his 
illiberal treatment of a man whofe 
blamclefs charafter and holy fonc- 
tion demanded a contrary réception.

The wîdowcd Marchionefs, who, 
from the report, of Madame de 
Tourville, felt an invincible répug- 
nance to admît into her prefence 
ithe unworthy fons of her lamented 
lord, entreated the Count de Se- 
inanges to difpenfe with her appear- 

ance 
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^ce during the folemn meeting in 
the evening) and to excufe her, 
under prctence of îndifpofitîon, 
from attending a ceremony which 
muft^ from many circumftances^ 
aggravate her affliâion, and migbt 
probably expofe her to infults from 
thofe whom (he would wilh to rc- 
fpeâ for the fake of him who was 
theîr father. The Marchionefs pro- 
ceeded then, while a momentary 
blulh travcrfed her languid cheek, 
to rcqueft the Count would make 
a public déclaration before the 
Marquis^ that Auguflus was an 
adopted fon, and that, though he 
no longer had a claim to the en- 
dearing name of brother, y et that 
the bcft of men and fathers, in re- 

garding 
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garding hîs virtues with paternal 
teridernefs, had equally diftinguifti- 
ed him in his will. *' I know their 
" envy, I know their malice," con- 
tîriued fhe ; " they will attempt to 
** wound the delicacy of the Che- 
** valier, by difclaîming ail future

As (he fpoke Ihe fixed her fvveet 
and dewy eyes upon the ground, to 
élude any pcnetrating look which 
the amiable Senanges,from a know- 
ledge of her former fentiments, 
might hâve caft upon her. The 
poffeflions of the late Marquis be- 
ing immenfe, he was empowered 
to indulge his generofity towards

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his lovely widow, and adopted fort, 
without injuftice to his children. 
— But, notwithftanding thc wealch 
whichthe two brothers inhcritcd, 
thcir abjcâ intcreftcd fouis rc- 
proached, in bîttcr terms, thc mc- 
mory of a father ! Though thc châ- 
teau de Soiffons was lefs extenfivc 
and magnlficent than thc reft of his 
numerous houfes, yet his illiberal 
fucceflbr openly upbraided thc 
Marchionefs for pcrmitting hcr lord 
to bequeath it to her cvcn for lifc. 
Little did he conceive the difin- 
terefted fentîments of Julia's foui. 
Having refolved to pafs thc firft, 
year of her widowhood either with 
her fifter or at a convcnt, fhe 
made a voluntary refignation of 

this 
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thîs difputed mànfion, which w^^ 
with a ' mean avidîty, acceptedfp 
She acquaînted hîm, through thç 
Count, that, when every honour 
due to the memory of the Marquis 
was performed, ît was her intention 
to retire witli the Countefs de Se* 
nanges, and to leave himatliberty 
to take poflefïîon of a place which 
had no\y no charms for her. 

As Julia wa$ deterçiiqed to. de- 
pofit tl^c ,facre4 remaMotp ^ facr huf- 
b^nd among the^jtnonuimrats jg£ his 
ar^ceftors. syith. fitfiereai cpomp; her 
departure . was nattiraflly ' f^tàrded 
longer tjiw» the i Mïrqàîs;'w'llh- 
ed ; but . thtf foniîi« -of *»dècéhfcy 
kept his impàticiïce -^thUi proper 
bounds; and the faticifsRÎtio^n he felt 
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tn hls approaching acqulfitîon, 
made him condudt himfelf wlih 
tolerable décorum : he evcn check- 
ed his Marchioncfs for frequcntly 
cxprcffing her ennui at the tedious 
(blemnity of the mournful fcencr}' : 
the difmal drapery of death — its 
gloomy tapers — and its filent hor- 
rors — were ill adapted to the Icvity 
of her difpofition. She endcavour- 
ed to divert the lingering hours in 
the fociety of Leonora, who her- 
felf began to find afflidtion irkfome^ 
and to wifti for an opportunity of 
partaking in thofe public amufe- 
ments, defciibed by her new corn- 
panion in alluring colours. 

Though the Marclxionefs at firft 

fight feemed devoid of cvcry grâce, 
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and prepoiTelTed Leonora witli 110 
yery favourablc fentiments, yet (hc 
was fo far mîftrefs of the wiles o£ dif- 
fijcnulation, that where Ihe wiflied ta 
pleafe flie could be dangeroufly 
înfinuating : fatally for her young 
and inexperienced friend, fhe by im- 
perceptible Gcgrees gained apower- 
ful influence over her mind, I^o- 
npra grew weary of offering rejeéled 
çonfplation. ip a difconfelacç buf- 
b4nd, wbo Ihunned her prefence, 
apd, feeking folitude, left ber at Ji- 
berty to converfe with tbofe wbo 
wcre qualified only to vUiate a weak 
and ipcpnfiderate beait* ^ 

In tbç apartmcnts of thcjwidawed 
lyiarchionefs there. reigncd a ftill 
fcdepnnity,, unfuitable totl^e gaiety 

of 
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of Leonorâ : and whéfli, içrfè^ed by 
a momentary impulfe, &e appearéd 
bèfèrc her new preceptrefs with a de* 
jeôed countenance, Ihe was received 
with ironîcal fmUes, accompanied 
by an interrogation, whether ihe 
was really become the dupe of arti- 
€cial forrow — ^and if ihe eould ra- 
tionally bclieve that fo young and 
beautifui a widow was iîncerc in re- 
•gretting the dilTolution of an union 
fd very nnçqual ? The volatile Leo- 
norâ gave eafy accefs to thefe artful 
înfinuations, and began to form a 
kfs perfect idea of that charader 
ihe had hitherto regarded in the 
highefl: point of vievv ; jior did, ihe 
bluih to accufe the innocent and 
yîrtuoTO Julia of aiFecting the parade 
D 2 of 
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df' grief, whîle her heart fecretly rc- 
joîced at liberty regâîned. Madamfe 
dé Sénanges, to ^hofe friendfhip 
the ungrateful Leonora owcd tkt 
hand of Auguftus, bécame totalijr 
jieglefted by her r fhe dreaded hér 
juft reproaches, and cônfcioufly 
avbided the fileùt cenfures of her 
awfol eyès. 'Madame de TourvîUéf's 
ferîôusiiurn of mind^the effeft only 
ôf her^ Tîiisfdmines) was peculiarly 
repugiiant to Leonora's difpôfition, 
and ihe^ confidered her gentle ad- 
monitions as the formai precepts 
of àdVattcîng âge. — TJius was the 
artftil Marchionefs the chofen and 
dahgëroiis companion of 'hei'ftitiÀl 
h'ours rthe Marquis an'd lits bfO^'* 
tiier Ukewife paid her flatterihg at- 
tentions; 
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tentions ; her muiical taknts' ttth 
dered her a mofl: agreeable addition 
to tbcirprcfent contraftcd circle^ 
aïKl her uncommon beauty capti* 
vated die eye, whik her ibft har- 
mony eharmed the ear. 

The ftrange difcovery of thç dy- 
ing Marq\2is had increafed(^the 
mifery of Auguftus, and rcvived die 
fmothered ûrnie of unpxtin^^Ubed 
love !-r-He found.himftJ^fpTcleaféd 
from one fatal barrier to. bi^ hQp,çs, 
only to ihe)v the remaining obfia^lc 
in a ftillitronger light : while h^ çon- 
ijdered Julia. a3 united to a faitber, 
Ije fubmitted witb fome dcgf ec of 
isfignation to his fate; but the rc-

She quitted the temple, 
darting a look of fury upon 
Madame de Tourville, and of 
difdain «pon the Count, as fhe 
paflèd : fl^e then direfted het fteps 
to the drefling-room of the 
new Marchionefs, where they both 
turned into . ridicule the friend- 
ly admonitions of the amiable 
Tourville. That imperious wo- 
nwû h?d, by flattery and diffimu- 

lation. 
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latdon, igained a perfe<ft afcendéncy 
pver Leonora ; to vitiate whofe in- 
nocence of manners was her cruel 
aim, that (he might reduce her to 
a levcl with herfelf : and fo devoid 
was Ihe of cach virtuous fentiment, 
that (he ufed cvery argument to 
withdraw her affeftions from her 
once loved hufband, malicioufly 
urging the déception of his birth 
as a motive for refentment. 

The brother of the Marquis, now 
the only Chevalier de Soiffons, had 
been ftruck with the beauty of Leo- 
nora ; and, diflblute in his princî- 
ples, was capable of attemptîng the 
hcart of her who was uhited, by 
the moft folemn vows, to hîs 
adopted brother. ^Too well he

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fucceeded în the bafe defign ! L»*. 
nora, ftung with the cold indi& 
ference of her lord, fought in the 
attentions of the Chevalier to fôf- 
get her wrongs; and found, too 
late, that Henry de Solflons was 
bctter formed to charm her affec"- 
tions than the wedded Auguftus. — 
The new Marchionefs was the con • 
fidante of the Chevalier ; and, en- 
vyîng the fortune bequeathed to 
Auguftus, exerçifed her revenge, 
by the moft ungenerous attempt to 
wound his peace and honour in 
thç feduôion of his wife's affec- 
tions» — She was hourly paînting tô 
î^çonora the paffion and admiratïôii 
<)f Henry — at the famé tîme atr- 
f uUy remindîng her of the negleft's

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and coUnefs of a hu{bancl.—Leo* 
nora was cndowed with a (hare of 
vantty equal to her beauty«-»it was 
wounded by indifférence «—ic was 
flatcered by attention*— Henry do 
Soiflons was handfome and infinu- 
a(ing -»* Lconora pofieflèd a beart 
cafily imprefledy and naturally in- 
conftaqc. She was diftapt from the 
précepte of a father--the retire- 
ment of the Marchionefs and 
Countefs deprived her of their 
once valued çxampie. At firft her 
virtue ftarted at its danger, but 
Ihe wanted refolution to withftand 
the allurements of fighs and pro^ 
teftations; ajid, depending toomuch 
on her own power and the inno- 
cence of her intentiQns, Ihe fufTered 

herfclf 
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herfelf to liften to the fyren voice of 
an imprudent love* 

When the Count de Senanges 
found himfelf alone with Madame 
de Tourville, after having touchcd, 
with regret, upon the changed con- 
duft of Leonora, he entered upon 
the fubjeft relative to the myfteri- 
ous birth of his frîend. Madame 
de Tourville prefenting to him the 
manufcript — " It was for this pur-

pkry : — mayeft thou in thy de- 
fcendants expérience that comfort 
I hâve found in thee. Perfevere 
în the path of virtue and of ho- 
Hour — and may thy happinefs be 
equal to thy merits! 

In one of my cabinets îs a cafket 
carefuUy fealed up, which will be 
delivered after my deceafe. It con- 
tains the coral, which may one day 
affift and confirm the difcovery of 
thy .birth. Farewell for ever !

*^ Yanquifhed brothcr-— you are the 
" fubjeftof cvery lînc; takeit^ there- 
** forci Mademoifelle^ and perufe k 
" at your leifure."— I was covercd 
with confufion; — but^ howeverflau 
tering tbis intelligence was to my 
vanityi I had the prudence and 
refolution to refift the tempting 
offer.-*Oh^ that I had ftili main- 
tained fo iaudable a conduâ!-*but^ 
alasl— •loTC triumphed over the 

fccbic 
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feeble didates of reafon and obedî* 
. cnce j and the promife of my hand 
foon foUowed the facrifice of my 
heart. — The feducing founds of ar-^ 
dent paffion wcre ever in my ear— 
Amelia echoed ail her brother's 
V0W5 — my Henrîetta was abfent, 
and I lifliened ! — My youth — 
.my inexpérience — muft abfolve 
my fault— and oh! my fufTer- 
îngs hâve dçarly paid the forfeît 
pf my duty. It was iiot till the 
.viâory of my afFeftîons was com- 
pleted chat Amelia alarmed my 
doubts of obtaîning the mutuàl 
confènt of our parents toour union, 
by informing me that, in the early 
part of life, the Vifcount de St. 
Aubin and my father became inve- 

teratc 
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teratc focs, from fome mifunder- 
ftanding in an afiair of import* 
ance, in which thcy werc both 
concernée! : that they had an en- 
counter^ whercin each was llightiy 
wounded^ but which was by no 
. means fuccefsful in effeâing a re* 
conciliation. I was thunderftruck 
at this intelligence^ and did not at- 
tempt to concTeal from Amelia that 
my every hope of happincfs was 
centred in her brother.

In vain 1 reminded him 
that a clandeftine marriage would 
only exafperate againft me a father 
on whofe approbation 1 depended 
fôr an ample dowry, and who mîght 
never forgive itiy daring to unité 
my hand unKcenfed by his autho- 
rityr— that, unlefs the unfortunate 
breach between our parents could- 
be healed by a propofed alliance, 
and that the Viftount de St. Aubin 
approved and ratified the treaty 
by ah equal fortune, I knew too 

vvell 
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well the confcquence. He artfully 
teplied to thefe remontrances, that, 
as I was myfelf the only objeft o£ 
hîà wifhes, a fordid îmgulfe fliould 
never induce him to run the rifle of 
lofing me for ever; and thar, if I 
loved likehim, I (îiould not fcruple 
to facrifiùe to fo gencrous a paffion 
the empty vanîty of wealth. Thefe 
dîfinterefted proofs of the tendereft 
attachment vahquîftied each filial 
refolutîon ; and, as he Was dearér 
to me than lifé itfelf, I yielded at 
length to his perfuafîve arguments, 
and engaged my honour tù mect 
him at the altar the firft moment 
tliat a proper opportunité offered. 
— My lover was iti ecftafy ; and, 
tihiough his impatience urged me to 
H 2 elopc 
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clopc witli hîm from the convent^^ 
yet he confented to defer his hap-. 
pinefs till my arrivai at Paris, where 
I had received the unexpefted 
commands'of my parents to attend 
them. I confefs I rejoiced then 
at a circuniftancc which, in any 
other fituation, Would hâve been a 
fource of the greateft regret— I 
mean that of your removal from 
Paris, thé day before I reaçhed it. 
Accuftomed to depofit in the bo- 
fom of Hcnrictta evcry anxiety^ 
and every pleafure, the confcious 
crror of my condudt made mçfore-p 
bode the detedion of her pénétrât* 
ing eyes, I dreaded her cenfure— r 
her.reproaches : — yet fo infàtuated 
was I by an extravagant pafSon^ 

that 
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that I would havc facrîficed to it 
my deareft friendftiip. Mademoi- 
felle de St. Aubin rcceived, about 
the famé time, the permiffion of 
the Vifcount to quît a retirement 
fo répugnant to her inclinations. 
She obeyed with tranfport the dc- 
lightful fummons ; but we could 
propofe no other intcrcourfe than 
that of Ictters : interviews, cxcept 
in public, werc impoffible, from 
the unfortunate animofity fubfifting 
between our families.

St. Aubin and myfelf continued 
the tender intçrçourfe of mutual 
vows. Upon my return home X 
had reafon to conceive that my fud- 
den removal from the convent was 
occafioned by my father's objection 
to my forming any friendfliip with 
MademoifcUe de St. Aubin: though 
hç never hinted the idea, except by 
aikîng me, in a carçlefs manner, 
ho.w 1 liked that young lady. Love 
had taught me diffimulation ; and 
reading in his eyes an immédiate 
prohibition which might, from the 

intelligence 
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intelligence of mine, endanger a 
difcovery, I inftantly bccame guilty 
of the firft falfehood I had ever 
uttered, by faying that I cotild 
form little opinion of her châraâer, 
being only perfonally acquaintcd 
with her, as hcr great alHiâion for 
her récent lofs made her avoid fo- 
ciety at the Abbey-aux-Bois^ He 
appearcd pleafed with tbis infonu- 
ation, and immedlately began a 
leAure upon filial dury and obédi- 
ence ; from which I coUedcd the 
fatal aflurance that I muft expcâ: 
no influence from any choiçe of 
my own in marriage •— that himfelf 
and my mother were the proper 
judges in a caufe of fuch confe- 
quence as my fettlcment in life ; 
H 4 and 
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and that they had provided for me 
a hufband, both worthy and ami- 
able, whom they fhould hâve thc 
fatisfadtion of prefenting to me 
upon his retum from his travels, 
Thc ftem détermination of my fa- 
ther flattered me with no hopes of 
melting him by entreaties; — my 
heart felt allthe horror of my fitu- 
ation, but filence gave the imagin- 
ary confent, accompanied by a re- 
fpedtful obeifance from my tremb- 
liog knees ; he obferved my confu- 
fion, and, attributing it to timidity, 
permitted me to retire; while, put- 
ing into my hand a miniature fet 
round with brilliants — " There, 
*• Adélaïde/' faid he, ** view in 
** that portrait the refemblance of 

''thc 
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•' thc lover diftinguilhcd by my 
** choicc, and whom y ou hâve not 
" only my fconfent but my com- 
" mands to reccive as your future 
" hufband. — You arc too young, 
" and too délicate, to hâve fufTered 
" yet any împreffion on your heart ; 
** let it hère fix upon hîm to whom 
^* I hâve already promifed you 
'* hand." Scarcely had I power 
to reach my apartment, where I 
locked myfelf in to Ihed a torrent 
of tears. I faw no remedy but al- 
moft an immédiate marriage with 
the man I loved. — My father's 
cruel difregard to my inclination 
hardened my mind, and confirmed 
me more ftrongly in my difobedi- 
cnce.— Without cvcn dcigning to 

caft 
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caft my eyes upon the pifture, ;I 
daftied it with fcorn into a box of 
fhells, which ftood open in the 
corner of the room. Havîng con- 
fidered fome time the meafures ne- 
ceflary to take, I judged it prudent 
not to alarm St. Aubin with the 
idea of a rival, left he might be 
induced to take meafures which 
might endanger a difcovery. -— I 
waited therefore for the réception 
of his next epiftle, to fix in my 
reply our private nuptials. 

The more I refleded upon my 
fituation, the more I became re- 
, coBciled to an aâ: of difobedicnce, 
which I thought was juftified by 
'love. — I felt iûdeed a ftrong re- 
iluclance to wpund the bofoni of a 

tender 
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tender mother^ who xncrited ail my 
duty and affeAion ; bue I could 
po.t hopc to find in her a refuge 
frotn my father's fury, if I even 
dared to atteippt difclofing to hcr 
car the immoveable attachment of 
my heart to the defcendant t)f aa 
çnemy.-r-Her bofotn was the abode 
of every gentle virtuc, but 1 kncw 
too well it was impénétrable ta 
weaknefs — and therefore I could 
not encourage the moft diûant 
hope that ihe would be indulgent 
to a refraâx)ry child, who had pre- 
fumed to fix her wilhes on an ob- 
jeâ whofe family had incurred the 
hatred of mine. — I received this 
very evcning a lettcr full of fuch 
tendeur cpmplaints for my retard^* 

ing 
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ing our union, and of fuch îrre- 
fiftîble entreaties to complète thc 
fdicity of St. Aubin — that love ) 

prcvailed — and, in a fatal hour, I 
forfeited the blefling of a fkther 
to receive thc hand of an incon- 

ftand hufband ! • 

Madcmoifelle de St. Aubin» who 
had becn the ftrong promoter of 
our marriage» was alfo the witnefs 
of it. — Whcn the irrévocable knot 
was tied, my refolution, inftead of 
increafing, entirely forfook me ! — 
and, though I had before deter- 
mined to throw myfelf at the feet 
of my parents, and to implore their 
pardon, I now found myfelf utterly 
incapable of confronting their me- 
ritcd refcntment. — * After many 

vain 



( «09 ) 
vain attempts to write, I at length 
addreflèd my mother, fuppUcaûng 
her médiation wiih my ùxhcr, and 
their joint permiifion to tbrow 
myfelf at their feet with a huf« 
band^ whofe illuftrious family I 
flattered myfelf would not be con- 
fidered as unworthy their alliance. 
— I waited with trembling impa- 
tience for my doom, nor could 
the affeâionate endearments of St. 
Aubin reaflure my fears. — How 
inconfiftent is the human mind ! — 
no refleftions had force to rcftrain 
me from an aftion, which now ap- 
peared in ail its horrors ! — Too 
latc the voice of duty whifpered to 
my ccmfcience^ and reproached me 
with my ingratitude and difobe- 

dience! 
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dîence ! — * I had dâred tb commit 
a dced I could neîther revoke ftor 
jviftify. •»— After hâving been tor- 
tured by an hotrt's fufpenfe, a 
packet was prefehted me by the 
rcturning mcflcnger — ^vith a Fatal 
prefentiment I opened it !-^it con- 
tained my own letter, with only 
the followirig diftraâing Unes writ- 
t€n in the covcr, in my mothcr^s 
hand ! — — 

^^ Wretched> imprudent girlf— ^ 
" in màfcing choice of St. Aubiii 
" for a hufband thou haft loft 
^* every prétention to a father's 
'^ Weffing ! — that father renôunces 
*^ thee for ever ! — thy duplicîty of 
** conduit aggravâtes thy crime^ 
" by adding decéit to difobedi- 

^^ encci 
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" ence. — AUicd to the family hc 
'* moft dctefts— ncver will hc again 
** behold thec. — Fly then far hence, 
** and rcpcnt at a diftance xhy unfor- 
** tunate union !" 

I was infenfible for near an hour ! 
When I recovercd, finding myfelf 
alonc withAmelia, wildly 1 inquired 
for her brother — flie foothed my 
affliftion, cntreated me to be com- 
forted, and affured me I had evcry 
thing to hope from the Vifcount's 
honour and humanity, to whom his 
fon had that moment flown to im- 
plore protedion for his Adélaïde. 
—But, alas! his heart was equally 
obduratc! — the family rcfentment, 
which had fo long fubfifted betwecn 
him and Monfieur de Tourvillc, 

now 
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nôw rofe from its embers wîth re- 
doublée! fury : — and fo vehemently 
was he exafperated againft hîs fon 
for giving his hand to the daughter 
of his foe profefled, that he baniftied 
hîm eternally from hîs prefence !-^— 
In the bittemefs of anguifh I re- 
proached St. Aubin for having tre- 
panned me into an union with him : 
he could be no ftrangcr to the impla- 
cable fpirit of his father;— and my 
eyes were now opened to his motives 
for a private marriage, which muft 
hâve been adtuated by the certainty 
of a refufal on his fide, that might, 
by publiihing our mutual attach-.

He tendcrly implorcd my par- 
don, and conjured me to attributc

parental difpleafure, wc ou^t, 
by mutualiy confoliog each other^ 
tx> compenfate for every pccu- 
*^ niary difappointment. — '* Leavc 
<* to vulgar minds/' cominued he, 
« the fordid pleafures of unyield- 
" ing pelf — be love our treafurel 
<« —the rural cottage and the hum- 
«* ble vale (hall impart to ouruoited 
«* fouis more genuîne happinefs dian 
<< the falfe fplendour of exalted 
« life !— let me be ail to Adélaïde^ 

\QL. II. I ^* fince 
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" fince Adélaïde is ail tô me !"— 
I was melted by his perfuafive ar- 
guments ; lové pleadèd in my bo- 
fom, and ftilled the tumults of 
upbf aîding duty. 

Uppn reconfidering the lines 
traced by my mother's hand, I 
cherHhed hopes that they were only 
the hafty fentiments of an incenfed 
father^ who might, by her gentle 
offices, at length be induced to 
foften in my favour. — She had not 
touched upon her own refentment 
•—a circumftance of cordial comfort 
to my heart — it formed the molt 
fanguîne expedations ; and I flat- 
tcred myfelf that time might efface 
the remembrance of my fault,— 
With this view I made fevcral at- 

temptsk 
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tempts to fubdue the bofom ci 
maternai anger; but, alas! every 
pka was ineffedual ; and I found 
that ail my remaining happinefs 
muil centre in the affeébons of a 
hufband ! 

To retain them I found more 
difficult tban the ftrength of mj 
own, and my confidence in his, at- 
tachment could hâve believed. — 
The Vifcount, through the pro- 
mifed interceflion of Mademoifelle 
de St. Aubin, who acknowledged 
herfelf his favourite child, and con- 
tinued to profcfs for me the warm- 
eft fricndfliip, was prevailcd upon 
to refign to his (on a fmall eftate a

i faw the labouring conflidts of his 
foui ; and, fenfible that reproaches 
werc not likely to ftrengthen his 
wavering attachaient, I urged hîm 
to change the fcene ; and, by mix- 
ing with his former aflbciates at 
Paris, to diffipate, in fome meafure, 
the remorfe of having incurred the 
rcfentment of a fathcr.— -With avî- 
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dity he embraced a propofal fo 
agreeable to his inclinations. He 
even, in the gaiety of hîs heart, 
exprefled a wîfii that I would ac- 
Company him ; but my fpirits werc 
toc much d.prcfled for mctothink 
of quittîng a rctiremcnt which al- 
lowcd me the indulgence of my for • 
rows. 

For fome months St. Aubin di- 
vided his time between Paris and 
our fweet retreat ; and I had no rea- 
fon to complain of his want of tcn- 
dernefs. — I ever welcomcd him with 
fmiles ; and he eithcr felt or coun- 
terfeited raptures when he rcturned. 
But, by degrees, hîs vifits at home 
were lefs fréquent : he became filent 
and referved ; and, if I gcntly re- 
proached his coldnefs, or dropped

She was wholly occupied by worldly 
pleafures — fplendour and parade 
dazzled hcr fenfes—' ambition, va- 
nity, and pride, obilruâed in hcr 
heart even the natural foftnefâ and 
çompaffion of her fex. 

When I lamented onc day the 
declining afFeftion of her brother, 
and his continuai abfences, inftead 
of being moved by my tears, or 
foothing my diftrefs, (he laughcd at 
my folly, and ironîcally told me, 
that I muft poflefs a large por- 
tion of vanity, indeed, to expeft 
conftancy in man, or truth in 
plighted faith ! — that, inftead of 
weeping the inattentions of a huf- 
band, I ought to requite them ; 
I 4 and. 
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and, by exhibiting my boafted 
beauty to the world, to attraâ: 
furroundîng lovers. 

Shocked with the avowal of fuch 
fentiments, I rebukcd her with a 
warmth which drew upon me the 
moft cruel reproaches ! — She up- 
braided me with my ingratitude; — 
and, dropping the veil of unfub- 
ft'antial friendftiîp, her dark foui 

ftood ail confeffed before me î 

She told me haughtily that I owed 
to her my prefent maintenance — 
that, when my own family arro- 
gantly difclaimed aUiance with her 
illuftrious houfe, and reprobated 
me for ever, as though I had con- 
taminated the blood I had fo great- 
ly ennobled, her generous interpo- 

fition 
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lîtion had prcvailcd upon hcr fa- 
ther (^notwithftanding my wily arts 
had feduced an only fon to difobc- 
dience) to flielcer me from po- 
verty and want !

But I ftiortly found that ihe wifhed 
an opportunity to give up my ac- 
quaintance^ and had created a vo* 
luntary difgute, to throw upon me 
the odium of her de£ertion. 

Though I had difcovered fince 
our alliance many Êiilings in her 
charaâ:er, and errors in her con- 
àudij which I attributed to the 
neglefts of a very fuperficial édu- 
cation, yet little did I tbink her 
capable of fuch abjeél fentiments :

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and had in reality for ber the 
regard fhe only perfonated for me : 
— my relentiog heart prcparcd to 
receive her conceflions, felc, con« 
fcquently, ftrongly mortificd by 
her fudden departure, wbich was 
an indication how unimportant I 
was become to her !

*^ yourfelf of the only friend for- 
*^ tune had left you : — your îngra- 
*^ titude of tempcr has extended 
*' itfelf to the fifter of your huf- 
^^ band; — but be aflurcd the in- 
*^ veftives you hâve dared to 
" beftow on Mademoifelle de St.. 
*' Aubin (hall be properly refent- 
^^ ed by a brother, who will fuffer 
*^ no indignities from a dépendent 
f^ wife. — In forfeiting Amelia*s 
" friendfliip you hâve loft ail pre- 
" tenfions to my love." — " Say 
" rather," replied I, i;i a tone 
raifed by my indignation, " that 

^'the 
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*' thc extindion of that fecblc love 
** prcccdcd cvcn thc forfeît of that 
** boalled friendfliip ; and, confe- 
^* quently, has cxpofed me to thc 
'^ contcmpt aud ridicule of your 
" fiften I hope,howcvcr,wretched 
" as I am, I (hall always havc fpi- 
** rit left to refcnt an infult offered 
** to my honour, and virtue to 
*' proteft it. Her friendlhîp I 
" folemnly abjure, with ail thc 
" fcorn it merits;— thc woman 
" who can propofe retaliation for 
" a hulband's infidelity muft be 
** unworthy thc facred namc of 
" frîcnd, and loft to every fenti- 
*' ment of delicacy !" — " When a 
" wife defcends to make complaints 
" of a huiband, fhe muft expeâ:/' 

interrupted 
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interrupted he, " the ccûfure of 
" the world. — Amelia treated you, 
" in ail probabilîty, with the levity 
" your conduét merits. —The wo- 
** man who is guilty of one breach 
" of duty may bc fuppofed capa* 
** ble of more; and flie who could 
" aft in défiance of parental clain^s 
*^ will fcarcely be very fcrupulous 
" in regard to conjugal ones — wit- 
'* nefs myfelf/' afluming an air of 
aggravating indifférence and ironi- 
cal eafe — " my paflîon for Adélaïde 
** de Tourville fubdued eveji the 
" refpeâ: I owed my father ; — and 
** when that fubfides anothçr objedt 
** (what mortal can refift almîghty 
*^ love !) may hâve power to make 
^' me forget the marriage vow/'— 

** Ah, 
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" Ah, barbarous St. Aubin l** cried 
I, burfting into tears, " can thc 
'^ man for whom I refigned each 
** filial fenrimeoc reproach the ac* 
•^ tion hc himfclf infpircd?— No, 
** — ungratcful, cruel hufband !— it 
" was not fix)m Icvity of conduft 
*• that I darcd to break through the 
" fiift tîes of duty ! — A pure, a 
** ftrong, tmalterable love, attached 
*^ me to an objeft I once thought 
" worthy of it ! — it feduced my in* 
** experîenced youth and artlefs 
" affeftions from thc path of pru- 
" dence and difcretîon. — I facrîficed 
^* my hcart ! — ^You faw your con- 
^* queft, and obtained my hand !— • 
^* At the holy altar I refigned my 
*' felf your légal vidim ! — how 

<« bave 
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*' hâve you repaid my lôve, m y 
•' confidence? — Fatal weaknefs! — 
** I havc incurred the curfe of dif- 
«' obédience ! ~-and thus, juflly re- 
*^ nounced by an ofFended father, 
*' though crueliy abandoned by 
^^ an ungrateful hufband, I hâve 
" hoarded up for my remaining days 
** remorfe and wretchednefs!'*— I 
fixed my flowing eyes upon him; 
he regarded me with. a mixture of 
pity, tendernefs, and (hame! — He 
took my hand, and gently preffing it, 
melted into tears. — Inftantly my 
anger vanilhed — I funk upon Iny 
knees, and implored his forgivenefs 
if I had, in the anguifh of my foui, 
too warmly upbraided him.-— He 
raiâKl me inflantly; and^ folding 

me 
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me in hîs arms, conjurée! me to be 
comfbrted, and acknowledgcd hc 
had mcrited my reproaches, and 
was himfelf the foie aggreflbr, 

**Alas!" faid he, " to one fe- 
*^ duced, like me, fo early by the

revîving love!— ye fleeting raptures, 
never to return ! — St. Aubin was 
this evenîng every thîng niy fondeft 
hopes could wilh — I led him round 
our fmall domain ; his fmiles il- 
lumed the blooming fccnc of na-

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turc ; it appeâred to my ddigfated 
eyes a paradife rcgained ! — The 
trees, the flowers, fecmed coa- 
fcious of my happitiefs ; the grovc 
with freflier verdure glowed, the 
ïhrubs with fv^eeter fragrance 
breathed* The fucceeding mof nîng 
dawned on our returning felicity : 
foft hope once more revifited my 
bofom : yet thé riûng fear of timid 
love wôuld ftill obtrude itfelf an 
anxious gueft. The artifices of

Addaide« I kept thts meifenger 
irktie \ wrote 2tn artfwer, fuU of 
tefldernçfsi lamenting bur fepa* 
ration^ but otprefllng my grati- 
tude for bis attention^ mj con* 
fideAce in bis affeâion, and noy 
ardent MrHhes for fuccefs in bU 
rçnewed application to tbe Vifr 
count^ wbich I concluded was the 
bufinefs in queilion. 

A fortnighc elapfed, yet he re- 
turned not to Belle-vue. — During 
that interval I had the confo* 
lation of receivîng feveral pathc- 
lic letters, filled vvith reiterated 
vows of everlafting love, bewaîling 
tbe necej[fity of his tedious abfence ;

^' charms of Madame de Mtran, 
•* powerfal as they are, woiîld he 
^* infufficicnt ta maîntaîn their em- 
" pire, couid flie cxpeft to reign 
" unrivallcd in a heart formed for 
** inconftancy. 

" Lewis de St. Aubin.*' 

My pride alonc could hâve pre- 
vcnted my iinking under this ca« 
lamity,— The mgratijtude of my 
cruel huibaad roufed eveiy fenti-» 
ment which could bo infpiired by 
injured love.— I difdained to repcat 
my upbraidings ; but left to time, 
and the influence of remorfe, to 

plead 
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plead my caufe. When the firit 
tranfports of my rage fubfided, thcr 
fofter pafSons foon returned;— 
afieétion once more mingled with

" you — my young mafter has 

** quittcd 
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•' qiiitted Paris, and is fet out for 
•* Italy ! — But take comfort — hc

çxclaimed I, ftrongly agitated -** 
" can you name me the compa-» 
" nion of his flight ! — too furely 
'^ Madame de Miran is the fatal 
" objed for whom he forfakcs the 
" uirfortunaté Adélaïde !'*— It is 
amazing that I could fupport this 
event wîth fo much compofurc — 
but I confefs that, at that moment, 
I felt the flîock of his departurc 
with lefs violence than I fliould 
hâve done an abfolute refufai of my

" teraiiaedfor your fake, my dear 
'^ young lady, to gain ail the intel- 
*' ligence I could in this m3rfteriaus - 
^^ afiair» I vifited the fervants hall 
'^ undcr pretence of taking fome 
" refrefliment; wherc I found one 
^^ of tbe domeftlcs as communi- 
" cative as I could wilh. — He told 
" tfie that Madame de St. Aubin, 
** who had refided conftantly with 
^^ the Vifcount fince her brothçr's 
** marriage, had eftabliflied her in- 
" fluence upon the refentment of 
** his father ; that without the 
^^ knowledge of the Vifcount flic , 

'^privatcly 
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^' privatelf vifited hcr brothcr,'and 
^^ had incroduced him to a young

Thus ended the poor old man's 
narrative.
